“If | wouldn't have got 
those carbs at the last second, |

Graham said. Graham used stock 
carburetors and manifolds during 
time trials and his heat race.

Chandler tops photo

Northern California’s Doug Chandler rode 
the wheels off his Freddie Spencer/Super- 
Trapp Racing Honda to post a record- 
breaking, come-from-behind win over 


Team Honda’s Bubba Shobert 
and two-time National champ 
Ricky Graham at the $75,000 
Honda San Jose Mile, the 


richest dirt track race ever held in 
America. 

Chandler, who had to play catch- 
up for the entire 25-lap final after 
missing a shift at the start, never led 
the race until he passed both Shobert 
and Graham going into turn three 
on the final lap. 

The trio powered out of turn four, 
headed for the checkers, and crossed 
the line in such close quarters that 
no one present, including any of the 
18,000 spectators, had any idea who 
had won the race. After viewing a 
replay from the Cycle News Finish 
Line Camera, officials awarded the 
victory to Chandler and called the 
finish the closest ever in San Jose 
racing history. F 





It was also the fastest race in San 
Jose history, despite a rule change 
for 1987 which mandates the use of 
intake manifold restrictor plates on 
the big V-twins. Chandler finished 
the final in 15 minutes, 30.796 
seconds (96.69 mph), to break the 25- 
lap record of 15:35.030, set by Jimmy 
Filice in September, 1983. 

“That was the toughest race I ever 
had to run,” said Chandler. “I 


watched them in the turns. They - 


were going through them on the 
outside and I was going through on 
the inside. Halfway through the race 
I decided I had to change my line 
and that’s when I started picking up 
time.” 

“I don’t think three people ever 
came across the line that close,” said 
Shobert. “Me and Rick (Graham) 
tangled bars across the line. Wasn’t

that the best race you ever saw? No 
wonder I’m going bald.” 

“I never crossed the finish line 
before with a handlebar in my 
armpit,” a smiling Graham said to 
Shobert. 

“I just didn’t catch the draft good 
enough,” Graham said. “I thought 
I was in the perfect place — the ideal 
position — to slingshot them. That’s 
what all my experience told me and 
I still didn’t win.” 

The victory marked Chandler’s 
second consecutive win at San Jose, 
and his second win in a row on the 
1987 dirt track schedule. Chandler 
not only won the San Jose final here 
last September, but came into the 
race hot off a victory at the Ascot 
Half-Mile in Gardena, California, 
on April 11. 

The race was one of the most 
exciting seen at the Santa Clara 
County Fairgrounds in recent 
memory. While Chandler played 
catch-up for 24 laps, Shobert and 
Harley-Davidson factory rider Scott 
Parker traded the lead no less than 
a reported 53 times. 

Parker, who finished fourth in the 
final after slipping off the groove on 
lap 18, was the winner of the first- 
ever dirt track Camel Challenge. 
Parker won $10,000 for topping the 
five-lap sprint race between the top 
six qualifiers and took home a total 
of about $13,000 in combined 
winnings. 

Chandler collected about $9,000, 
including $5180 in first-place 
money, and contingency awards. 
Shobert’s share of the $42,000 main- 
event purse came to $3435 and lap 
money, while Graham collected 
$2240 for third place. 

The win vaulted Chandler into the 
AMA/Grand National Champion- 
ship Dirt Track Series point lead, 
and tied him with Rainey in the 
Camel Pro Series point standings. 
Chandler leads the dirt track stand- 
ings 50-36 over Shobert. Parker is 
third with 32 points. In the Camel 
standings, Chandler and Rainey are 
tied at 20-all, and Shobert is tied for 
second place with Japanese road 
racer Satoshi Tsjumoto. Shobert and 
Tsjumoto have 16 points each. ’ 


Time Trials 


Bubba Shobert set fastest time 
aboard his factory Honda, finishing 
one lap in 36.840 seconds, just over 








a half-second off Graham’s 36.196 
track record. 

Carr captured second-fastest time 
(36.924), Ohio’s Steve Morehead, 
riding a factory Harley borrowed 
from former National champ Jay 
Springsteen, was third fastest 
(37.030) and fourth fastest went to 
the privateer Pioneer Truck Lines 
Honda of Alex Jorgensen, (37.506). 
Filling out the top 10 spots in the 
46-rider field were Parker (37.539), 
Poovey (37.641), Richard Arnaiz 
(37.785), David Hebb (37.795), Gra- 
ham (37.801), and Rainey (37.810). 

The fastest rider from the 30 
Juniors who attempted to qualify 
was Wood-Rotax-mounted Bryan 
Villella, who clocked in at 38.75. 


Heats 


By the end of the first lap of the 
initial 10-lap Expert heat race, 
American Honda’s Shobert was in 
the lead and powering away, despite 
riding with a broken finger on his 
right hand and a sore right elbow. 
Both injuries were suffered at the 
recent Transatlantic Challenge road 
races in England. 

Graham, sponsored by Arai, and 
Chandler settled into a side-by-side 
battle for second which lasted the full 
10 laps. Graham led the fight for 
most of the race, but Chandler, 
sponsored by Freddie Spencer/ 
SuperTrapp/Arai/Hi-Point/Nan- 
kai/ERC/Bel-Ray/ND/RK Chain, 
drafted by Graham at the start/finish 
line on the final lap to take second. 

The second heat race belonged to 
Carr, who nabbed the holeshot on 
his H-D Motor Co./Lawwill/Shoei/ 
RS Taichi/Hap Jones/Hobie 
Harley-Davidson, and powered away 
from the pack. Scott Adams settled 
into second, followed by Oklahoman 
Ronnie Jones on a Gill Racing

Semis 


Rainey was moved to the penalty 
line at the start of the first Expert 
semi. At the green light, he powered 
off row three and used the outside 
line to work his way into third place 
by the time the pack was coming out 
of turn two. The Daytona 200 winner 
was in the lead by the end of the first 
lap, but the race was red flagged 
when rookie Les Washbon went 
down in turn one. Washbon was not 
hurt. 

Chad Felicio grabbed the holeshot 
on the restart while veteran Hank 
Scott moved into fourth place from 
row two and Rainey moved into fifth 
from row three. Felicio led until a 
clamp broke on his exhaust pipe and 
the pipe fell off. Rainey led laps eight 
and nine, followed by Keith Day and 
Scott, but Scott passed them both to 
take the lead on the final go-around. 
Day finished second, earning a ticket 
to the main event. Rainey, for the 
second time, just missed qualifying 
for the National. 

For most of the second 10-lap semi, 
Gardner Racing teammates Hames 
and Steve Eklund battled for the top 
spot, but when the smoke cleared on 
the final lap it was Morehead who 
took the win.

The Junior final was a brutal 
battle between the two heat race 


winners, Wood-Rotax sponsored 
Villella of Michigan and Wood- 








Rotax mounted Erik Graybeal of 
Illinois. 

Graybeal grabbed the holeshot but 
Villella, sponsored by Ron Wood/ 
MC Racing/Tsubaki/Chivington 
Honda/Shoei/Lucas Farms/Hi- 
Point/Cam-2/Hog Wash/Phil’s 
Cycle, was in the lead by the end of 
the first lap. The duo traded the top 
position back and forth in the 12- 
lap main event until Graybeal 
almost lost it coming out of turn four 
and dropped several bike lengths off 
the pace. 

With only two laps to go it looked 
as if Villella would have an easy win, 
but Graybeal charged back and 
nearly drafted by Villella at the 
checkered flag — he came up a bike 
length short.

Parker was dead last off the line

Ward edges RJ 
tor Phoenix win

Jeff Ward came one step closer toward 
nabbing his second Supercross Champion- 
ship title for Team Kawasaki by winning 


his fifth supercross 


in Phoenix’s Sun Devil Stad- 
ium. 


However, Ward had to work 


hard for his win. 

Ward’s nemesis, Team Honda’s 
Rick “RJ” Johnson, grabbed the 
holeshot in the 250cc main event and 
led for the first eight laps before 
succumbing to Ward. Still riding 
with a broken finger on his right 
hand, Johnson couldn’t hold back 
Ward’s flawless riding talents and 
aggressive tactics on the tight, hard- 
packed race course. Once into the 
lead, Ward held Johnson back and 
motored home for his second super- 


cross win in a row, taking the honors ` 


before 30,002 spectators. 

With a huge 40-point lead over 
Johnson in the point standings, 
Ward is beginning to see the light 
at the end of the tunnel. 

‘Td say I'm looking pretty good 





of the 16-race season 


for the championship,” said Ward, 
“but I don’t want to eat my words. 
When it’s all over, I'll say it feels 
good, but anything can happen. I’m 
confident with my riding, and I’m 
not going to do anything stupid.” 

Ward’s teammate, Ron Lechien, 
rode consistently and smoothly, 
finishing third in the main ahead of 
Suzuki’s George Holland and privat- 
eer Honda rider Rick Ryan. 

Suzuki riders, once again, domi- 
nated the racing in the 125cc Super- 
cross (Western Regional) main event 
with Suzuki's Donny Schmit and 
Willie Surratt claiming the top two 
positions. Third went to Honda rider 
Kyle Lewis, while Dean Matson and 
— Craig rounded out the top 

ive. 

Going into the Phoenix event, 
Honda rider Robert Naughton was 
leading the point standings, but a 
crash during the first lap of the main 
put him in the back of the pack to

where he could only manage a ninth. 
Naughton dropped to third in 
points, giving Matson and Surratt 
the points lead.

Heats 

A total of 42 riders signed up to 
do battle in Phoenix, and the first 
heat race featured Kawasaki’s Eddie 
Warren and Suzuki's Erik Kehoe. 
When the gate dropped, Kehoe and 
Warren were battling for the lead 
during the first lap. Warren nudged 
ahead of Kehoe through the first 
turn, and a half lap later, Kehoe 
tangled with another rider in a tight, 
deeply-grooved turn and crashed, 
giving Warren a huge lead. Kehoe 
regrouped second from last. 


Honda privateer rider Guy Cooper 
found himself in second place ahead 
of Suzuki-mounted Alan King and 
Yamaha pilot Jeff Mabery. 

During the second lap, both 
Cooper and King bailed, giving 
second place to Mabery. Cooper 
locked into third ahead of Honda 
rider Terry Fowler. As the race 
progressed, King worked his way 
into fifth, then took control of fourth 
when Fowler dropped back. At the 
finish, it was Warren, Mabery, 
Cooper and King. 

Heat two marked the return of 
Team Honda’s Micky Dymond, 


who’s been out of action with a bout - 


of mononucleosis. But when the gate 
dropped, it was Team Suzuki’s 
Johnny O’Mara with the holeshot 
ahead of Dymond, privateer Yamaha 
rider Doug Dubach and Jeff Stanton. 

The highlight of this heat race was 
a duel between O’Mara and Dymond. 
For half the race, Dymond pushed 
the Suzuki pilot in every turn before 
making his first real bid for the lead. 
Dymond. motored to the outside of 
O’Mara, but O’Mara dove back to the 
inside in the following turn and 
retook the lead. Dymond fought 








back, however, and a triple” jump 
later, Dymond was out in front for 
good. 

Dubach maintained control of 
third throughout the race, while 
Privateer Honda rider Gordon Ward 
held back Yamaha’s Keith Bowen 
every lap but the important one — 
the last lap. Bowen stuffed Ward 
through a turn, stealing the heat’s 
final transfer spot. Dymond, O’Mara 
and Dubach took the top three 
positions. 

Privateer Honda rider Larry 
Brooks stole the holeshot in the third 
heat ahead of Yamaha’s Jeff Leisk, 
Kawasaki rider Tyson Vohland and 
Lechien. But a half lap later, Brooks 
got out of shape over a triple jump, 
setting him sideways heading into 
the next turn. Brooks said he grabbed 
too much front brake, sending him 
onto the ground. Leisk took over the 
lead, while Lechien forced his way 
into second. 

For the next four laps, Leisk and 
Lechien battled handlebar-to- 
handlebar. At one point, Lechien 
snuck underneath Leisk, but the 
Australian slipped back by the 
Kawasaki rider. However, Lechien 
out-gassed Leisk through a section 
of whoops for the lead to take the 
win. Canadian Ross Pederson and 
his Yamaha cruised the whole moto 
in third, while Vohland finished 
fourth. 

The final heat race was the most 
exciting of the night, especially for 
Holland who blasted into the early 
lead ahead of Johnson, Ward and 
Kawasaki rider Mike Fisher. 

Holland developed a somewhat 
comfortable lead over Johnson, who 
had his hands full keeping Ward at | 
bay. Ryan, in the meantime, slipped 
by Fisher for fourth. 

Riding with his broken finger 
untaped, Johnson managed to keep 
Ward in his wake before stalling his 
Honda in a tight turn. Ward swept 
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around Johnson and set out to do 
battle with Holland, which turned 
into the dice of the night. 

It wasn’t until the final threelaps 
when Ward actually began reeling 
in Holland, who was beginning to 
have engine troubles. 

“My ignition started to go, and the 
bike wouldn’t rev out,” said Hol- 
land. “It sounded like a vacuum 
cleaner.” 

During the last two laps, Ward 
tried every trick in the book to get 
around the Suzuki rider, but Holland 
wasn’t about to let Ward by, no 
matter what. The two riders banged 
into each other a couple of times, 
but Holland held his ground and 
plainly beat Ward, setting the fastest 
heat race time of the night in the 
process. With it, Holland collected 
a $1000 check from the Coors Cup 
Challenge for having the fastest heat 
race. 

“I barely held Ward off,” said 
Holland. “If it wasn’t for the igni- 
tion, I think I would’ve won ita little 
easier. I’ve got tire marks running 
right up the back of my pants. I 
bumped him; he bumped me. It was 
pretty fun.” 

“Tt was clean racing,” said Ward. 
“I dove in on him and he pushed 
me out of the corner, then I tried to 
push him out of the next corner — 
he didn’t budge. If it was any other 
rider, somebody who didn’t want the 
win as bad, I would’ve shut off, but 
George has gotten really confident. 
He’s really riding well. I like George 
— he’s a good kid, and it’s nice to 
have somebody else up there.” 

Johnson wound up taking third 
ahead of Ryan. 


Semis 

The first semi turned into a 
Brooks/Kehoe affair. Kehoe powered 
his Suzuki into the front, but Brooks 
snuck by a few turns later for the 
lead. Fowler was running second 
before bailing big time over a triple 
jump. 

Kehoe chased Brooks lap after lap, 
but the privateer Honda rider kept 
his cool, despite Kehoe nipping at 
his heels on the last lap. Brooks took 
the win inches ahead of Kehoe, 
followed by privateer Suzuki rider 
Scooter Stafford. 

The second semi was a wild one 
with Honda-mounted Jeff Hicks 
taking the holeshot. Kawasaki rider 
Carroll Richardson, Fisher and 
Gordon Ward pursued. But 16-year- 
old, Yamaha rider Shaun Kalos was 








the rider to beat, as he roosted his 
way up from a mediocre start. Kalos 
passed at least one rider a lap until 
he was in second and pressuring 
Hicks. At the halfway point, Hicks, 
Kalos, Fisher, Richardson and Ward 
were just inches apart. Kalos even- 
tually slammed his way by Hicks for 
the lead, while Fisher did the same 
to Richardson. Richardson crashed 
shortly after, also taking out Ward, 
making it a three-way battle for the 
lead between Kalos, Hicks and 
Fisher. 

A lap later, Fisher found a line 
around Hicks and started pulling 
away. At the finish it was Kalos, 
Fisher and Hicks. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Twenty riders lined the gate for 
the LCQ with just the winner 
transferring to the main. Hicks gated 
perfectly, ahead of Stafford and 
Gordon Ward. But Ward on his 
Honda was the rider to watch as he 
shot passed Stafford and took off 
after leader Hicks. Three laps later, 
Ward dove inside of Hicks for the 
lead, then Stafford also displaced 
Hicks. For the remaining five laps, 
it was a one-on-one dogfight between 
Ward and Stafford, in which Ward 
prevailed. 

Main 

Twenty-one riders made up the 
250cc main event; and when the gate 
dropped it was Johnson and Ward 
side-by-side heading into the first 
turn with Lechien and Warren 
edging in on the outside. After 
rounding the wide, sweeping, berm- 
less, blue-grooved first turn, Johnson 
edged out in front ahead of Ward, 
Lechien, Warren, Ryan, Holland 
and Dubach. 

By the end of the night, the track 
had become very dried out, slick and 
dusty, making throttle, brake and 
clutch action extremely difficult for 
the riders, especially Johnson with 
his tender, but now bandaged finger. 

Johnson, Ward and Lechien had 
pulled away from the rest of the pack 
during the first three laps. The three 
riders followed each other in tight 
formation, while finessing their 
factory mounts around the slick 
turns. By the seventh lap, Lechien 
began dropping off the pace, giving 
Ward room to breath. 

“Once Ronnie dropped back,” 
said Ward, “then I could try some 
different lines. Since the track is so 
tight, if you try to make a pass on

somebody, the guy behind you can 
stick you. So I had to just sit there 
and wait.” 

At this point, Ward began trying 
different lines and surprised Johnson 
by sneaking around the Honda rider 
through an inside line in a turn that 
led into a triple jump. With Johnson 
going wide, getting plenty of run- 
ning room for the wide triple jump, 
Ward went to the inside. Despite a 
short runway, Ward triple jumped 
from the inside groove (which only 
a few riders had previously done) and 
passed Johnson for the lead. In the 
next turn, Johnson rammed Ward 
from behind but was unable to faze 
the Kawasaki rider. 

“I passed Johnson,” said Ward, 
“and I don’t think he expected it. 
I think he was frustrated, and when 
we went into the next turn, he tried 
to knock me down. He lost more time 
than I did.” 

“I had one bad line,” said John- 
son. ““That was a big problem, ’cause 
that’s where he passed me. Ward 
came on the inside of the turn and 
over the triples, and he jumped right 
next to me. I mean, I had two bike 
lengths on him going into the turn, 
so it was my mistake he passed me.” 

Once into the lead, Ward slowly 
pulled away from Johnson. 

“My finger was hurting pretty 
bad,” said Johnson. “I couldn’t 
make the transition from braking to 
acceleration fast enough, so that’s 
where I lost a lot of my time. He 
got me in the turns.” 

Halfway through the race, Ward 
enjoyed a three second lead on 
Johnson, who held a comfortable 
margin over Lechien. Back in fourth 
was Holland, then came Ryan, 
Warren and Dubach, who was hold- 
ing back O’ Mara. 

The Ryan/Warren/Dubach/ 
O’Mara/Leisk/King/Pederson bout 
for the fifth through 11th places was 
fierce. Back in the pack, after suf- 
fering poor starts, were Kehoe, 
Dymond and Bowen. Leisk was 
running ninth before crashing and 
dropping out of the race. 

“T got sideways coming out of the 
‘triples,” said Leisk, “and I slid out 
in the off-camber turn and fell down. 
I guess I had my foot out and 
someone hit it. There’s a bruise on 
the top of it.” 

The remaining five laps saw little 
position changes except for King 
slipping past O’Mara for eighth. 

At the finish, it was Ward taking 
the win over Johnson and Lechien. 
Holland landed a lonesome fourth 
ahead of Ryan, Warren, Dubach, 
King, O’Mara and Pederson. 

“I didn’t get a very good start,” 
said Holland. “By the time I got by 
a couple of riders that held me up, 








the first three guys were too far for 
me to catch. This track was really 
hard to make up time on.” 


125 Main 


Arizona’s Naughton, who was 
leading the 125cc Western Regional 
Supercross Series going into the 
event, was the crowd favorite, and 
he gave the fans something to cheer 
about after winning the first 125cc 
heat race, while Lewis captured the 
second heat win. 

In the main event, Californian 
Michael Craig blasted his Yamaha 
into the early lead, while Lewis, 
Schmit, Honda rider Matson, Surratt 
and Kawasaki-mounted Eddie Hicks 
pursued. A few turns later, after a - 
so-so start, Naughton crashed and 
spent the entire moto working his 
way up from dead last, eventually 
finishing ninth. 

Meanwhile, up front, ‘Lewis man- 
aged to sneak by Craig for the lead. 
A few turns later, Schmit labored his 
way into second then set his sights 
on the leader Lewis. 

With just 10 laps in the race, 
Schmit wasted no time working on 
Lewis and eventually stuffed his 
Moto-X Fox/Arai Helmets- 
sponsored Suzuki into the lead. But 
Lewis quickly retaliated in the next 
turn and held onto the number-one 
position for just one more lap before 
Schmit shot by for good. 

About that time Craig slid out, 
surrendering third place to Surratt. 
Craig regrouped in fourth. 

Surratt then set after and reeled in 
Lewis, passing the Honda rider three 
laps from the finish. Positions 
remained the same down to the finish 
with Schmit taking a commanding 
win ahead of Surratt, Lewis, Matson, 
Craig, Ray Sommo and Hicks. e@

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Australian Wayne Gardner easily won the second round of the 500cc World Championship in Jerez, Spain. 
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Pier Francesco Chili leads Kevin Schwantz, Christian Sarron and Randy Mamola in their battle for fifth place. 
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World Championship Road Race 


Series: Round 2 


Gardner dominates 
Spanish GP

JEREZ, SPAIN, APR. 26 


Rothmans Honda’s Wayne Gardner took 
over the 500cc World Championship points 
lead, soundly defeating Marlboro Yamaha’s 
World Champion Eddie Lawson by close 


to 24 seconds in the 37th Grand 
Prix of Spain on the Jerez 
circuit in southern Spain. Elf 


Honda’s Ron Haslam was a 
distant third ahead of HB Honda’s 
Niall Mackenzie and Suzuki’s Kevin 
Schwantz. 


Gardner now leads Team Lucky 
Strike Roberts’ Randy Mamola, sixth 
today, 27 to 20 after two of 16 rounds 
in the World Championship Road 
Race Series. Haslam is third with 16 
points. 

Mamola’s Lucky Strike teammate 
Mike Baldwin dropped out on the 





13th of 30 laps with gearbox prob- 
lems while running ninth. HRC’s 
Freddie Spencer remained sidelined 
by the collarbone injuries he suffered 
seven weeks ago in a practice crash 
at Daytona and chose not to race 
here. 

The 250cc class was won by Marl- 
boro Yamaha’s Martin Wimmer, 
who passed teammate Luca Cadalora 
on the 20th of 25 laps to claim the 
win. Wimmer also moved to the top 
of the championship standings with 
21 points to the 16 of Juan Garriga, 
who finished third today on the 
Ducados Yamaha. 

In the most exciting finish of the 
day, Garelli’s Fausto Gresini, 
runner-up in the World Champion- 
ship last year, passed Domenico 
Brigaglia with two laps to go in the 
125cc race and held on for a .34- 
second, win. Just three seconds back 
was AGV rider Paolo Casoli who ran 
third the entire race. 

Today’s race was the first round 
of the World Championship for the 
125cc, 80cc and sidecar classes. Their 
order of finish, therefore, confirms 
their placings in the championship 
race. 

Like Gardner and Gresini, Derbi’s 












Jorge Martinez repeated his Spanish 
win of a year ago. Starting from the 
pole position, the Spaniard took over 
the lead in the 80cc race on the 
seventh of 18 laps and won by .92 
seconds over fellow Spaniard Alejan- 
dro Criville, also Derbi-mounted. 
Julian Miralles made it a Derbi 
sweep of the podium by finishing 
third, .42 seconds behind Criville. 

After pole-sitters Rolf Biland and 
Kurt Waltisperg dropped out of the 
sidecar race, it was just a matter of 
how much Steve Webster and Tony 
Hewitt would win by and at the flag 
the margin was 45.20 seconds. 
Second went to Alain Michel and 
Jean-Michel Fresc with the Zur- 
bruegg brothers finishing third. The 
top three rigs were all Yamaha- 
powered LCRs. 

The Spanish round of the World 
Championship was moved from the 
Jarama circuit, just outside of Mad- 
rid in central Spain, here to Jerez for 
the first time this year. And although 
the race was warmly received by the 
130,000 spectators, the riders were 
less enthusiastic about the 16-turn, 
2.62-mile track. They complained 
that it was too tight and slow and 
that traffic would be a problem.. “I 
think the traffic is awful,” polesitter 
Lawson said after establishing a 
mark of 1:50.69 for an average of 
85.25 mph in timed practice. “It 
could work for you or against you. 
It depends on where you catch them. 
It’s not like other tracks where you 
can ride around them. Here you have 
to be on line.” 

Gardner was next to Lawson on 
the front row, just three-tenths of a 
second slower and already affected by 
the traffic. “I knocked one of the 
backmarkers down in the fourth 
session,” Gardner said. “I crashed 
into him and kept going. I didn’t 
mean to. I nearly ran into the back 
of him, then I went on the inside 
and he moved down. I was mainly 
trying tires and eventually we came 
back to where we started out.” 

Qualifying third, less than a sec- 
ond behind Gardner was Mackenzie, 
who was one of the few riders that 
liked the track even though he fell 
once in testing here last week and 
once more in practice. “A track like 
this I really like,” the personable Scot 
said. “But because of the slow and 
medium speed corners it’s hard to get 
the gearbox right. Normally, you can 
get it right for slow, medium or fast 
corners, but there’s always one here 
where you lose out.” 

Mackenzie explained that because 
of his riding style which involves 
braking late into corners, he has to 
compensate for the radial tires. 
“They don’t slide or creep, they just 
let go. After I fell off I knew what 
the problem was. But the radials last 
longer and are more stable and more 
consistent.” 

The front row was filled out by 
Lawson’s teammates Rob McElnea 
and Tadahiko Taira. The entire 
front row had the benefit of previous 
testing at Jerez, something Team 
Lucky Strike Roberts didn’t have. 
And in practice it showed with 
Mamola ninth, 2.76 seconds behind 
Lawson, and Baldwin 12th, 3.25 
seconds off the pace and just behind 
Schwantz. : 

Having to sort out the engine, 
suspension and gearing ,and test tires 
during qualifying proved to be too 
much work in too little time, espe- 
cially since the Dunlop tires were 
considerably less efficient than their 
Michelin counterparts. ‘‘It’s going to 
be hard work,” Mamola said. “This 
is a very technical circuit with lots 
of hard braking and medium-speed 
corners.” 

Baldwin said, “You're looking for 
a compromise and you just have to 





take the time to work through the 
possibilities.” 

Regardless of whether they’d done 
pre-race testing, the Lucky Strike 
Yamahas would have found that, 
like the other Yamahas, they were 
at a distinct power disadvantage to 
the re-designed NSR500 Hondas. ` 

A radar gun placed at the end of 
the 655-yard long front straight, the 
longest straightaway on the course, 
had Gardner topping out at 147.89 
mph in the third session. In the 
fourth session, he knocked almost a 
second off his lap time. The Hondas 
of Mackenzie and Haslam were next 
fastest with the Yamahas of Sarron 
and Lawson peaking at 146.03. 
Mamola and Baldwin were seventh 
and eighth fastest on top end. 

“On fast circuits, the Honda will 
be more trouble,” Lawson said, 
adding that he didn’t think the race 
pace would be as brisk as qualifying. 
“I think the suspension and tires will 
go off and the riders will fatigue. 
Wayne you can count on. For Mack- 
enzie and Rob (McElnea) 30 laps is 
a long time. Wayne and I feel 
comfortable about the pace. They 
don’t know where their limits are.” 

Gardner’s assessment was nearly 
identical. “Eddie’s going to be hard 
to hang onto and I think he thinks 
the same about me. Rob and Niall 
might be up there for a while. It’s 
not a fast track and it’s not danger- 
ous. There’s not as much steering 
with the back as I would like.” 

McElnea said that, “The turns 
here are critical for setting the front 
end up. I’m still not aggressive 
enough. Eddie says get out there and 
flick it and I guess that’s what he’s 
doing:” 

When the green flag dropped in 
the 85-degree heat of the following 
day, Lawson sped away from the 31- 
rider field and was first into the right- 
hander at the end of the start straight- 
away. Gardner was right behind with 
Mackenzie third followed by McEl- 
nea, Taira, Haslam, Yatsushiro, 
Sarron and Mamola. Pier Francesco 
Chili was 10th ahead of Schwantz 
and Baldwin, who’d gotten off the 
line well before having to back off 
to avoid running into Sarron. 

Kenny Irons was just behind 
Baldwin, but he crashed exiting turn 
one on the second lap with only 
slight abrasions to the rear of his 
thigh. 

Gardner got by Lawson on the 
third lap and immediately opened up 
a 20-yard advantage. Haslam was 
third ahead of McEInea and Mack- 
enzie with Chili working his way up 
to sixth ahead of Sarron on the same 
lap. A lap later and Gardner did an 
unofficial 1:51.38 which was faster 
than all but the top three in 
qualifying. 

“I tried to slow the pace down and 
save the tire,” Lawson explained. “I 
could outbrake him, but he could 
out-accelerate me. The tire went 
away about the third lap, but it was 
consistent and it stayed that way.” 

“I passed him on the third lap,” 
Gardner said. “It was easier than I 
thought. I thought he would try and 
make a break from me and nothing 
happened. Then I got by and started 
pulling away.” 

The order in the’ top five changed 
next on the sixth lap when McEInea 
crashed while running third ahead 
of the inseparable duo of Haslam and 
Mackenzie. “I was getting so frus- 
trated because Ron was holding me 
up,” McElnea said. “His bike was 
so much bloody quicker than mine. 
I passed him in the second turn on 
the inside. We’d made the suspension 
real hard to compensate for it going 
off. It squatted, slipped and spat me 
off the high-side. I knew that I had 
four or five laps to try to get with 
Eddie. It would have been an easy

third ( and his first career rostrum 
position). It happened in the right- 
hander after the chicane. I was in 
mid-air and I thought, ‘What a 
stupid thing this is.” 

The only injury McElnea suffered 
was a bruised right ankle which he 
said would not keep him out of the 
German Grand Prix in two weeks 
time. 

Haslam had the best view of the 
crash which he attributed to too 
much power to the rear tire. “I've 
never seen a bike throw a guy so high 
before,” he said. 

Lawson’s fast lap, a 1:51.35 aver- 
aging 84.74 mph, came on the sixth 
lap with Gardner bettering it with 
a 1:51.08 (84.94) a lap later. 

Behind the top running two pairs 
of Gardner/Lawson and Haslam/ 
Mackenzie was a seven-rider group 
led by Chili. Behind him were 
Sarron, Mamola, Schwantz, Taira, 
Baldwin and Roger Burnett. And 
although there was no passing and 
re-passing within the group, none 
seemed to have an advantage 





through the first third of the race. 

At the 10-lap point, Gardner’s lead 
was 5.3 seconds over Lawson with 
Haslam and Mackenzie 15 seconds 
back of the leader and 10 seconds 
clear of the pack. Three laps later 
and Baldwin was out with gearbox 
problems while running ninth. 

“It was jumping out of fourth gear 
in practice on Friday,” Baldwin said. 
“Yesterday it didn’t jump out at all. 
Fourth gear just went in the real fast 
sweeper. Taira almost T-boned me. 
I was charging and could have 
caught up to those guys.” 

Baldwin said that his tire worked 
about the same as in practice, which 
is to say not good. “We had two tires 
the same as we ran in the dry in 
Japan. The plan was for Randy to 
run one in the morning session and 
if he liked it Fd get that one and 
he’d get a new one. And that’s what 
we did.” 

Both Mamola and Baldwin used 
the bias-ply front tires and mid-race 
Mamola started noticing the front 
tire was pushing because it was too 





soft. “It should’ve been more stable, 
but it wasn’t. They have to start 
making something before we can test 
it. Like in the fast fourth-gear 
corners, I was pushing the front 
end.” 

Mamola added that about mid- 
race the heat began to wear on him. 
Haslam had the same problem, but 
for a different reason. Unlike most 
of the riders, his leathers weren’t 
ventilated. “I have a brand new set 
that just arrived, but they arrived 
back home,” the Elf rider explained. 
“Just after half distance I noticed the 
heat and it slowed me back a bit. I 
was basically overheating.” 

With half the race to run, 
Gardner’s advantage had swelled to 
seven seconds while his lap times 
stayed in the high 1:51s. Haslam led 
Mackenzie with Schwantz about 20 
seconds back after moving into fifth, 
displacing HB Honda’s Chili on the 
llth lap. Behind them were Sarron, 
Mamola, Rothmans Honda’s Yatsu- 
shiro and Taira. 

At various points on the track it 





appeared that Mackenzie could reel 
Haslam in, but he never tried to force 
his way past. Haslam’s lead was up 
to six’ seconds at one point before 
Mackenzie gained it back and was 
right on Haslam’s rear tire. “I 
thought, ‘he’s got to be coming 
somewhere,” Haslam. said. “I 
expected Niall to close more quickly 
and push me back to forth.” But the 
challenge never came. 

“I never really felt comfortable 
enough to pass him,” Mackenzie 
said. “I wanted to stay with him and 
if the opportunity came up I'd pass 
him. Ron had a different gearbox in 
his. It was better in the slow corners 
and mine was more respectable in 
the fast parts. I think he had top 
speed on me.” 

By the two-thirds mark, Gardner 
had more than 15 seconds on Law- 
son, although he expected a late 
charge from the World Champion. 
“Eddie is very good at coming back 
at the end,” Gardner said. “I knew 
it was coming. What I was trying 
to do was get a 10-second lead. I was 
taking it easy and then Eddie threw 
the towel in. I could have run at that 
pace all day.” 

“The way Wayne rode made it 
look easy, but I was working hard,” 
Lawson said later. “The first three 
gears on the Honda accelerate so 
hard and the combination with 
Wayne's riding made it difficult.” 

The order behind the leaders 
didn’t change until the 25th lap 
when Sarron lost his brakes while 
running sixth and crashed in the left- 
hand sweeper while chasing Chili. 
“Chili is not a very regular rider,” 
Sarron said. “Always sliding and 
changing lines. I was waiting for the 
last laps to pass him. I was saving 
my tires and myself. The rear brake 
pads went away almost immediately. 
I just started using the front brake 
and that was okay. Then they started 
to heat up and the Brembo guy 
thinks they may have gotten air in 
the line. Anyhow, I went into the 
corner and pumped the lever twice 
and on the second time it caught and 
threw me down.” 

.« A medical diagnosis was inconclu- 
sive, but Sarron believed that he had 
a cracked shoulder blade which 
would not affect him in the next race. 

Schwantz had over two seconds on 
Chili at this stage when his front 
bias-ply tire began overheating. 
“About four or five laps from the 
end, the front end just went away,” 
Schwantz said. “The rear never really 
got bad. Earlier in the race I’d just 
sized them up and actually got 
Sarron earlier in the corner he 
crashed in.” With the Suzuki still in 
the development stages, Schwantz 
thought he was down on top speed. 
“When I got a good fast lap in I’d 
be right around seven mph down on 
top end.” 

The order of the top 10 had only 
two changes in the final six laps. 
Taira took over eighth from Yatsu- 
shiro on the 27th lap and moved to 
seventh when Chile crashed two 
turns from the end, after his rear tire 
went away. Chili was credited with 
llth place just behind the first 
privateer, New Zealander Richard 
Scott, also Honda NS500-mounted. 

Gardner had lapped up to 12th 
place on his way to a 23.55-second 
victory over Lawson, who was over 
25 seconds up on Haslam. Mackenzie 
was another 1.6 seconds back and 10 
seconds ahead of Schwantz with 
Mamola sixth, Taira seventh and 
Yatsushiro eighth. Gardner’s aver- 
age lap time, including the clutch 
start, was 1:52.069 which was faster 
than anyone’s fast lap but Lawson. 

“When I went out this morning 
I tested a different tire that I’d run 
before and that’s what I used,” 
Gardner said. “Over the course of the 








week I tried eight or 10 fronts and 
the same number of rears, but went 
back to Old Faithful. It was a good 
effort and I’m pleased. It was my first 
win by thrashing him.” In last year’s 
Spanish GP at Jarama, where 
Gardner won his first GP, the 
margin of victory was around two 
seconds. 

When asked what gave him the 
most trouble, Lawson replied, 
“Wayne was my biggest problem. It 
was physically demanding: stop- 
ping, starting, shifting. We need 
acceleration. Wayne surprised me. 
He put in a great ride.” 

Enjoying his first rostrum since 
1985, was Ron Haslam. “At the 
beginning I thought, ‘Yes, I could 
hold with them,” he said. “I need 
more practice on the bike; it’s getting 
confidence and that’s where Eddie 
and Wayne are pulling away from 
me. I did 53s from the middle to the 
end.” 

However, Haslam will likely not 
get more practice on the NSR Honda 
because he said the new Elf machine 
is supposed to be ready for Hock- 
enheim. And when the Elf arrives, 
he has to park the NSR regardless 
of the Elf’s performance. Although 
the third-placed rider in the point 
standings wouldn’t admit it, many 
others thought he’d be much happier 
and more successful sticking with the 
standard NSR. : 

After crashing while running near 
the front in this debut ride at the 
Japanese GP at Suzuka last month, 
Mackenzie was being cautious. “It 
was important for me to finish. It 
would have been difficult to pass. I 
felt a little tired about mid-race, then 
I was fine.” e

Krause takes Los 
Coyotes victory

PLASTER CITY, CA, APR 26 


Honda rider Paul Krause continued his 
current hot streak Sunday, as he powered 
his CR500 across the finish line just 30 
seconds ahead of 1986 National Champion 


Dan Smith, stealing his second 
win in a row from the Team 
Husqvarna ace at the Dunlop 
Tires-sponsored, Los Coyotes 
event. 

Krause rocketed into the lead at the 
start and never looked back, making 
another successful, all-out bid for the 
1987 National Championship. With 
speeds averaging close to 60 mph in 
many sections of the course, the 
privateer from Laguna Beach, Cali- 
fornia, kept his Honda out in front 
of the pack for a wire-to-wire win. 

The race was held in Plaster City 
(near El Centro), California. Laid 
out by the Taukslappers M.C., the 
course consisted of three loops, each 
approximately 30-miles long. The 
flat-out course provided a complete 
change of pace from the tight, rocky 
terrain the championship riders 
encountered last week in Las Vegas. 

“The course was way too fast for 
me,” said Team Honda’s Randy 
Morales, who seized his CR500 in a 
sand wash about halfway through 
the first loop. “It’s flat and sandy and 
you just go as fast as you can out 
there,” said Morales. “It’s a 90-mile 
race and it'll be over in just two 





hours. That’s not a desert race — it’s 
a road race with sand and whoops.” 

The fast-paced terrain wasn’t the 
only difficulty facing racers. The 
temperature was over 80° when the 
banner dropped for the 9 a.m. start 
and then climbed into the high 90s 
during the race. 

Krause grabbed the holeshot ahead 
of series point leader Smith by four 
seconds when the front runners 
ducked under the railway bridge and 
started into the 30-mile first loop. A 
fast start by local Vet racer Mike 
Ruhstorfer put him in third overall 
as the field completed the bomb run 
with fellow Vets Paul Bennett from 
Phoenix, Arizona, and southern 
Californian’s Wayne Carlton hard 
on his heels. The first 250cc into the 
course was a Yamaha piloted by 
Rheynard Morgan in fifth overall. 

Krause, Smith and Morales, who 
moved up rapidly after ‘a sluggish 
start, were just bike lengths apart in 
the early running, racing handlebar- 
to-handlebar in the fast washes and 
sandy terrain of loop one. The come- 
from-behind bid from Morales didn’t 
last long. The Honda hopeful seized 
his engine and was forced to retire. 

Krause pulled out all the stops in 
the second half of the loop, running

wide open and stretching his lead to 
almost two and a half minutes by 
the time he came in for a quick pit 
stop. He finished the 30-mile loop 
in 30 minutes. 

Honda pilot Steve Walker, who 
carries the Open class number two 
plate in Southern California’s AMA/ 
District 38, came on strong late in 
the loop to capture third overall 
going into the pits, just ahead of 
District 37 YZ250 hotshot Mike 
Baker. Local riders Tom Moen, on 
a KTM, and Honda-mounted Mark 
Vanscourt, were close behind. 

Bennett was still out in front of 
the Over-30 division in eighth over- 
all, and the first 125cc finishing loop 
one was a Honda piloted by Bruce 
Taylor. 

Krause was on the gas as the race 
headed into loop two, a 31-mile 
section that combined rocky washes, 
canyons and pummeling cross- 
grain, to make up the most technical 
of the three loops. 

“They do the best with what 
they’ve got down here,” said Krause, 
“but they don’t have a lot to work 
with. It’s choppy, junky and just way 
too high speed.” 

“It’s worse than whatever Paul 
(Krause) said,” commented Smith. 
“There isn’t any good terrain down 
here at all. It'll be sixth gear stuff 


and you'll be going really fast and ` 


all of a sudden, there’ll be some 
stadium hoops. It’s so unpredictable 
and you have to hold back the whole 
way because of that. You just can’t 
go as fast as you want out here.” 

Despite holding back for safety’s 
sake, Krause completed the 31-mile 
technical loop in 42 minutes, with 
Smith making up time to come in 
just one and a half minutes behind. 
Walker was still in third, and Baker 
was holding onto fourth despite 
some exciting moments half way 
around loop two. 

“On the second loop, I thought 
my race was over,” Baker said. “I was 
in a real tight wash and the bike just 
locked up. I thought the whole thing 
had gone, but after poking around 
for a minute or two I found a rock 
had got stuck in the countershaft 
sprocket. Once I got rid of that, 
everything was okay again.” 

Baker was followed into loop three 
by Moen, Vanscourt and Morgan, 





with Open Amateur racer Craig 
Iavelli, aboard a Honda, powering 
past Bennett to take over eighth. 

Taylor was still out in front of the 
125cc division in 10th overall, with 
the nearest C-class competition 
coming from Yamaha-mounted Wes 
Enz back in 19th overall. 

Just over a minute ahead of Smith, 
Krause was wasting no time as the 
third and final loop got underway. 
The Honda pilot was pushing his 
bike to the limit in the fast, sandy 
terrain when his trouble-free ride 
came to an end. 

“The bike started missing all of 
a sudden and it just wouldn’t pull 
any more,” Krause said. “I had about 
10 miles to go and it was burbling 
all the way in. I was worried that 
Dan (Smith) would catch me so I 
stayed on it as much as I could and 
then I started catching up to some- 
one’s dust. I didn’t know what was 
going on. No one had passed me but 
there was dust out in front.” 

Krause kept pushing his fading 
Honda right to the finish line, taking 
the checkered flag just half a minute 
in front of Smith, but came in over 
a minute behind District 38’s Steve 
Walker, who had been two minutes 
back, in third overall, as the final 
loop began. 

A quick glance at Walker’s tank 
card showed that he had missed one 
of the checks late in the race, which 
relegated him to the middle of the 
pack and restored Krause’s number 
one spot. 

“I was wondering how he got up 
there,” said Krause, who thanked his 
sponsors Escondido Honda, Metzler, 
Hallman, Neal Enterprise, Spectro, 
IMS, Shoei, Renthall, Scott and F&L 
Racing Fuels. 

“I got the lead right off the start 
and no one passed me the whole race, 
so I couldn’t work out how he was 
in front of me,” Krause said. “As far 
as the course went, they didn’t have 
much in the way of markings. I got 
lost three times, but the main prob- 
lem was with the danger markings. 
They mark the dangers for slow 
speeds and when you're going as fast 
as we do they come up a lot quicker 
than you expect. The worst part of 
the race was holding the speed. It’s 
hard to go that fast for that long.” 

Krause’s win, combined with a

decisive victory at round three in Las 
Vegas, boosts his position in the 
series points standings, but DNFs in 
the first two rounds leaves him with 
a lot of catching up to do. With two 
wins, and two second-in-class plac- 
ings under his belt, defending champ 
Smith still has a comfortable lead 
going into round five. 

“I don’t like going that fast,” said 
runner-up Smith, who is sponsored 
by Husqvarna/Metzler/Renthall/ 
Arai/F&L Racing Fuels/Ascerbis/ 
Autolite/Golden’ Spectro/Goldbelt/ 
Scott/HRP. “The wide open stuff is 
too scary. I do better in the tough, 
technical stuff than I ever do out 
here. If they’d had one more second 
loop I might’ve caught him (Krause). 
That one was tighter and more 
technical. I didn’t have any prob- 
lems. I just got smoked on the first 
loop, big time. I caught up a little 
bit until I could see him, especially 
in the last loop, but there wasn’t 
enough time to catch him. 

Finishing third overall, seven 
minutes behind Smith, was Baker, 
who overalled the 250cc division. 

Tom Moen, District 38’s number- 
one plate holder in the Open class, 
brought his KTM home four min- 
utes behind Baker to claim fourth 
overall. 

“T usually get good starts out here 
but the bike wouldn’t start today and 
I ended up having to pass people all 
through the first loop,” said Moen. 

Second in the 250cc division, fifth 
overall, went to Honda hotshot Mark 
Vanscourt. Rheynard Morgan fin- 
ished sixth overall on a 250cc 
Yamaha just one minute behind 
Vanscourt. 

“The course was tough and it was 
really hot,” said Vanscourt, who had 
compressed two vertebrae at a race 
two weeks before. “My back started 
hurting a lot in the last lap and 
Rheynard Morgan started catching 
me. I really had to go for it at the 
end.” 

“I was leading for a while but then 
Mike Baker came by,” said Morgan. 
“He flew by me completely sideways 
in the air. Don’t ask me how, but 
he pulled it out and just disappeared. 
It was pretty impressive.” 

The first Amateur racer to cross 
the finish line was Craig Iavelli, who 


brought his Honda home a high- 


seventh overall. Local Honda pilot 
Bruce Taylor took a wire-to-wire win 
in the 125cc class, finishing ninth 
overall. 

“Tt was pretty neat,” said Taylor. 
“Tt got a little dusty in spots and it 
was really fast for a 125, but I had 
a lot of fun.” ®

Naylor takes Shasta 
Dam GP win

REDDING, CA, APR. 26 


Ronnie “Needles” Naylor survived three 
hours and 17 minutes of choking dust and 
searing California sun to take top honors 
in the 6th Annual Shasta Dam Gran Prix, 


which this year consisted of 
three laps around a 32.8-mile 
course. Naylor, a local hero 
and defending Shasta GP 


Champion, roosted his Can-Am to 
the overall victory and finished 11 
minutes ahead of Husqvarna-mount- 
ed Ed Lojak. 

Naylor’s Can-Am teammate, Tony 





Hendon, took a close third behind 
Lojak and ahead of series leader 
Kevin Brown but was later disqual- 
ified for cutting the course. Defend- 
ing Hare Scrambles Champion Mark 
Hyde and Duke Dowell rounded out 
the top five in the event, which was 
sponsored by Miller Brewing, Coca- 
Cola, Suzuki, VR Racing, and the 
Shasta Dam Lion’s Club. 

The course started at the base of 
the Shasta Dam and featured three 
miles of asphalt road before getting 
into several miles of high-speed 
fireroads. Next, rock and log-infested 
jeep trails took the competitors to the 
summit of their climb, then things 
got a little tight (for West Coast 
riders) as the course snaked through 
the woods and headed back down the 
mountains to the base of the dam. 
Water bars across the last three miles 
of the descent kept competitors on 
their toes. For East Coast riders the 
circuit seemed wide open, and an 
unusually dry spring left the course 
a virtual dust bowl over three- 
quarters of the track. 

Last year Naylor rode a KX500 the 
complete race without pitting for 
gas, but this year he, and virtually 
everyone else, elected to pit every lap 
to take on fuel and water. When 
asked about this strategy, Naylor 
said, “Last year it seemed like a good 
idea to go the whole distance (with- 
out pitting), but I got dehydrated and 
actually lost time. So, this year we 
decided to stop after every lap.” 

Naylor timed the start perfectly 





and grabbed the lead instantly; he 
was never headed throughout the 
event. “‘My strategy was to be in the 
lead when we got off of the pave- 
ment. The ATK (torque eliminator) 
setup really made the difference on 
the pavement, and I knew I had it 
wired when I got to the dirt section 
first.” Hyde, Hendon, and Lojak 
trailed Naylor’s dust, while Brown 
was back in the pack as he hit the 
fireroad section. Brown was riding 
a borrowed enduro-ized Honda 
CR250R, and it took two kicks to 
light off on the line. The series points 
leader had to contend with traffic and 
heavy dust as he chased down the 
leaders. 

By check two Lojak had nailed 
down second place behind Naylor 
and set it on cruise for the remainder 
of the race. “I got off the line in third, 
then a guy passed me on the pave- 
ment section. The dust really wasn’t 
too bad up front. I didn’t know it 
was Hendon who had passed me, but 
I saw an orange bike go over the 
highside, and I figured it was him. 
I passed Hyde then set a pretty easy 
pace. I didn’t think I'd be able to 
run with Ronnie in his own back 
yard, so I just cruised,” said Lojak. 

By the end of the first lap Naylor 
had a three-minute lead over Lojak, 
who had about 15 seconds on Hen- 
don. The Can-Am teamster pitted 
faster, though, and Hendon grabbed 
second from Lojak as they started lap 
two. Hyde came through in fourth 
over Duke Dowell and Jeff Erwin. 
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Road Atlanta Happens ’87 |: 


Brown was in seventh and ahead of 
Husky-mounted Fritz and Kadlec 
and Honda-mounted Michael 
Harper. 

Lojak wasted little time in retak- 
ing second from Hendon; on a long 
uphill section, Lojak’s Husqvarna 
out pulled Hendon’s Can-Am 400. 
After that the top two positions never 
changed. Meanwhile, Brown con- 
tinued to move up through the pack, 
and he passed Hyde late in the race 
to secure fourth overall. 

Naylor stretched his lead to a tad 
over 1] minutes at the checkered and 
averaged just under 30 miles per hour 
over the 100-mile event. Lojak 
finished an easy second, while Hen- 
don came in third but was later 
disqualified for cutting a section of 
the course. He took a wrong turn and 
followed the ATV section of the 
course, which chops off about six 
miles of tight trails. This error gave 
Brown third overall and Hyde 
fourth. Duke Dowell (Honda/Team 
Redneck Roosters), Ron LaPointe, 
Kadlex, Erwin, Brian Pecan and 
Matt Cullins rounded out the top 10. 

After spraying his pit crew with 
champagne, Naylor settled down 
enough to be interviewed. ‘‘Every- 
thing worked out alright, and the 
bike ran great. I had a little trouble 
with the front brakes; they would go 
away then come back, so I over- 
cooked a few turns, but I never got 
off. I guess I got air in the (brake) 
line. Everything worked out, 
though, and here we are!,” said an 
elated Naylor. 

Lojak was a bit more subdued after 
the race. When asked about the 
course, Ed said, “It sure isn’t Ohio! 
Compared to the East Coast races, 
this one is pretty much wide open. 
I didn’t have any major problems, 
though. I got off a couple of times 
and broke my throttle on one crash, 
but, other than that, everything went 
well.” 

Brown, who borrowed a bike 
rather than driving all the way out 
West from Ohio with his race 
machine, retained the series cham- 
pionship lead with his third-place 
finish. “I’ve finished in the top five 
every race so far, and I’ve still got 
the points lead, so I’m pumped! Dust 
was pretty bad, and the rear brake

Interior Secretary 
blasts Cranston, S./

Secretary of the Interior Donald Hodel 
blasted U.S. Senator Alan Cranston’s (D- 
CA) Senate Bill 7 today, calling the proposed 
1987 Desert Protection Act, “a violation of 


the public trust. 

“We are strongly opposed to 
the Cranston bill,” President 
Reagan’s interior secretary 
said. “It appalls me. We will join 
with you in resisting this 
legislation.” 

Hodel’s comments, made at the 
Sheraton Universal Hotel before a 
15-member panel representating 
organizations opposed to the Sierra 
Club-backed measure, marks the first 
time any Reagan Administration 
official has gone on record against 
S. 


Cranston’s bill, the largest arid- 
land protection proposal in U.S. 
history, would close most of south- 
ern California’s 25-million acre 
desert to public use, including off- 
road riding. 

Under S.7, the amount of land 
committed to park and wilderness 
preservation would more than dou- 
ble, from 19% to 42%. The amount 
of land managed by the Bureau of 
Land Management and made avail- 
able for public use would be reduced 
from 40% to about 17%. And private 
lands which make up holdings 
within proposed parks and wilder- 


ness areas would be acquired by the 
government, through cash payment 
or by land exchange on an acre-per- 
acre basis. If land exchange occurs, 
acreage given to private landowners 
would come from the 17% of the 
desert designated for general public 
use. 

“A gross injustice and wrong 
could be perpetrated here,” Hodel 
warned. “The Cranston bill reflects 
the philosophy that what’s mine is 
mine and what’s yours is negotiable. 
We oppose the bill because it violates 
the public trust by ignoring the 
California Desert Plan and because 
the supporters of the bill are misrep- 





resenting its effects.” 

“Supporters claim the bill won’t 
affect existing uses,” said Hodel. 
“They are spreading falsehoods. 
There is no truth whatsoever to their 
statements. 

“When the California Desert Plan 
was approved by the Carter Admin- 
istration (in 1980), criticism was 
often leveled at then-Secretary of the 
Interior Cecil Andrus,” said Hodel. 
“It was said that Andrus was 100% 
pro-preservationist. That’s not true. 
He was pro-presevationist, but even 
he rejected what you have in S.7. 

“The (existing) plan protects 
preservation as well as multiple- 
use,” said Hodel. “That was true in 
1980, it is true in 1987 and it should 
continue to be true.” 

Hodel warned that even with 
administration backing, it could be 
difficult to defeat Cranston, who is 
one of the most powerful Democrats 
in the U.S. Senate. 

“You will have to do more than 
you are now doing,” he said. “You’ve 
got to work together for a common 
interest (without conflicts between 
separate user groups). We’d like to 
work with you. You’ve got a story 
to tell. If you tell it, Americans will 
respond.” 

The time for action is growing 
near, according to Derrick Crandall, 
a spokesman for the American 
Recreation Coalition which spon- 
sored the meeting with Hodel. 

“Key congressional staffers see 
momentum building around S.7,” 
Crandall said. “It’s a serious and very 
live proposal. They see hearings this 
year. It’s time for opponents to 
become more visible.” 

According to Marie Brashear, chief 
executive officer for the California 
Desert Coalition, field hearings on 
the measure could be held by the 
senate sometime this summer, and 
senate hearings in Washington D.C. 





could be conducted*-as early as 
August. 

“The senate could act on the bill 
anytime thereafter,” she said. 

Before updating pending senate 
action, Brashear defended the Cali- 
fornia Desert Plan and attacked 
environmentalists. 

“In the California desert we have 
worked together,” she said. “The 
Cranston bill is the same proposal 
the environmentalists proposed 
when the California Desert Plan was 
being considered in 1980. It was 
rejected by Secretary of Interior Cecil 
Andrus when he accepted the Cali- 
fornia Desert Plan. 

“The environmentalists helped 
develop the plan,” she continued. 
“While the rest of us are trying to 
make this (multiple-use) plan work, 
they have pulled out their 1979 maps, 
with no consideration for anyone 
else, and gone to our United States 
Senator. Because they didn’t get 
everything they wanted in 1979, 
we're looking at it again.” 

Dana Bell, sponsor coordinator for 
AMA/District 37 (southern Calfor- 
nia), represented motorcyclists and 
ATV riders at the meeting. 

“We support the BLM Desert Plan 
and its philosophy of multiple use,” 
Bell said. “We are in total opposition 
to S.7 and similar House (of Repre- 
sentatives) bills. These bills were 
written for one special-interest 
group.” 

Bell offered proposals designed to 
“assist the BLM” and “reduce 
conflicts.” . 

Her suggestions included locating 
free, land-use maps at service sta- 
tions, restaurants and other busi- 
nesses near desert land-use areas, and 
posting large signs on access roads. 
She also suggested that the BLM 
encourage the use of volunteers. 

“The Bureau should put us to 
work and aggressively push the 
partner program,” she said. “Last 
year, District 37 put in one-mile of 
fence on the tortoise preserve. Volun- 
teers take pride in their projects. 
They set a good example and they 
save tax dollars.” 

Others who spokė in opposition 
to S.7 included representatives from 
desert cities, four-wheel drive clubs, 
recreational vehicle users, wildlife 
advocates, mountain bike (bicycle) 
riders and land sailing enthusiasts, 
(both mountain bikes and land 
sailing “boats” would be classified 
as off-road vehicles under the pro- 
visions of S.7 and would be barred 
from the desert). 

“I think I know the desert as well 
as anybody,” said Frank Bogert, 
mayor of Palm Springs. “For 10 years 


we worked on a desert plan. All of 
us who live in the desert thought it 
was an amazingly good plan, beau- 
tifully worked out. Now a bunch of 
city dudes back in Washington are 
coming out here and telling us how 
to run our desert. I’m going to write 
a stinging letter to Senator (Pete) 
Wilson (R-CA) telling him I’m 
against it.” 

Wayne Lamoureaux, city manager 
of Barstow, said his desert commun- 
ity of 200,000 citizens is opposed to 
the Cranston bill because it would 
have negative impacts on mining, 
livestock production, tourism and 
recreation — resulting in a negative 
impact on Barstow’s economy. 

“T came here from California’s 
north coast where the Redwoods 
National Park project gutted the 
timber industry and we lost an 
estimated 800,000 jobs,” said 
Lamoureaux. “Now I live in the 
desert and I don’t want to see the 
desert saved the way we saved the 
Redwoods. The California Desert 
Plan is much better than the plan 
being proposed.” 

Dr Loren Lutz, representing wild- 
life groups, told Hodel that the 
Cranston measure is anti- 
conservation and anti-recreation. 

“Those of us who use the desert 
are absolutely opposed to these 
bills,” he said. “A $3-million effort 
by the Society for the Conservation 
of Big Horn Sheep will be com- 
pletely negated by these bills. If park 
status occurs, if wilderness areas 
occur, we will lose those wildlife 
species — they'll all die. 

“Preservation is not conserva- 
tion,” he said. “Conservation is the 
wise use of resources. Preservation is 
a pickling effect.” 

Rick Bates, a representative for the 
California Off-Road Vehicle Associ- 
ation (CORVA), told Hodel, “Much 
of the land (included in the Cranston 
bill) is unsuitable for wilderness 
status. The proposal underestimates 
the amount of public land that 
would be removed from use.” e 


AMA to 
appeal 
closure of 
Hoosier 
National 
Forest 


WESTERVILLE, OH, MAY 1 
Indiana off-road riders were 
dealt a major setback recently, 
when the U.S. Forest Service 
decided to continue their ban 
of off-road vehicle (ORV) use in the 
Hoosier National Forest. In retali- 
ation, the AMA is preparing an 
appeal protesting this latest action. 

The appeal will request that the 
decision made by Floyd Marita, 
regional forester of the eastern 
region, be reversed. Marita’s decision 
concurs with the recommendations 
of the Hoosier National Forest 
Supervisor Harold Godlevske. 

In upholding the ban which was 
initiated in 1977, Godlevske said that 
the decision was based on the oppo- 
sition of landowners in the imme- 
diate area of the forest. 

“This recent action by the 
Regional Forester callously disre- 
gards the interests of Indiana’s 
motorcycle and ATV riders,” said 
Roy Janson, AMA land use coordi- 
nator for government relations. “It 
also confirms our fears that the 











Forest Service has turned over the 
control of the Hoosier to a small, yet 
highly vocal group of local 
landowners.” 

Originally intended as a “‘tempor- 
ary closure” until an acceptable 
ORV plan could be completed, the 
Hoosier remains closed even though 
an acceptable plan was completed in 
December 1985. That plan provided 
for over 11,000 acres of off-road trails. 

Indiana riders are encouraged to 
contact U.S. Forest Chief F. Dale 
Robertson, Forest Service, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 12th & 
Independence SW, P.O. Box 2417, 
Washington, DC 20013 to express 
their opposition to the Hoosier ORV 
ban. May 18 is the deadline for filing 
an appeal.

New York 
competition 
bike 
insurance 
rule over- 
turned 


WESTERVILLE, OH, MAY 1 

The registration and insurance 
crisis that jeopardized the 
entire New York off-road mo- 
torcycleand ATV racing sched- 
ule has been resolved. Salvation of 
the 1987 race proce e came follow- 
ing a series of negotiations between 
the AMA and a number of New York 
state agencies. 

The insurance problem originated 
from an interpretation of a new law 
which required that all competition 
motorcycles and ATVs be insured 
even though they are exempt from 
registration requirements, The AMA 
questioned whether individual insu- 
rance policies would cover injuries 
resulting from a motorsports event. 
It is doubtful that such policies could 
even be purchased. At least two 
major insurance companies stated 
that they refuse coverage for compe- 
tition motorcycles and ATVs. 

Also questioned was the value of 
required coverages and the state’s 
reluctance to accept the AMA’s event 
insurance coverage. The AMA’s 
coverage was greater, but in different 
categories than those specified by the 
New York law. 

The AMA negotiated with several 
state agencies and the State Legis- 
lature before a solution was deter- 
mined. The Association intervened 
on behalf of all New York off-road 
riders, pointing out that unregistered 
competition autos in that state are 
not required to carry insurance and 
any similar requirement for motor- 
cycles was without precedent. 

This victory for New York moto- 
crossers, dirt trackers and trials riders 
stems from a decision by the deputy 
director of the state’s Department of 
Motor Vehicles. The decision 
accepted the AMA’s required event 
insurance in lieu of what was being 
sought by the new law. Upheld by 
this was the AMA’s position that 
unregistered competition motorcy- 
cles. and ATVs are exempt from 


requirements for individual insu- 
e 


rance coverage.

the 125cc A main. Tom Rice stuck 
to his rear fender to the end, while 
Lonnie Tucker nabbed and defended 
the third-place position from the 
start right up to inches before the 
finish. Chris Marlin sailed by Tucker 
at the final flag to finish third behind 
Rice. 

Mann said, “Rice really pushed 
me. I am glad he moved down here 
because it gives us someone else to 
ride against. We always need more 
competition.” 

Alan Crum sat on the line kicking 
over his bike and watched Mann lead 
Kraig Constantino at the start of the 
250cc A main, while Constantino 
lost ground battling the whoops. 
Mann also fought the whoops but 
had built up a big enough lead, that 
was not to be threatened. Constan- 
tino closed a bit when Mann came 
down hard off a jump and was forced 
to battle the rough spots once again. 
Meanwhile, Crum passed Brent Cole 
and reeled in Constantino. The two 
rode the last lap side-by-side until 
Crum found the better line and 
charged ahead of Constantino to 
claim second. 

Crum’s VPE Honda-prepared bike 
dominated the heat then came back 
to sweep the main in the +25 class 
ahead of Rusty Sayers and Thomas 
Stevenson. John Hollingsworth 





worked his way up in both motos 
to finish fourth ahead of Larry Hill. 

Crum said, “Sayers passed me 
once, but I got back into the lead 
in the whoops and didn’t look back. 
My bike just doesn’t quit.” 

Ricky Carmichael put it out front 
at the start of the 65cc main but was 
soon passed up by Allen. Allen 
cruised out front with Kenny Yoho 
following, but Yoho went down. He 
was able to pick his way back up 
to finish third behind Matt Harrell: 

Ezra Lusk'battled Ghris Brown to 
take the lead at the start of the 85cc 
(10-13) heat with Bullard and 
Timmy Ferry following, but Ferry 
went down. He made his way up 
through the pack to regain his 
fourth-place position by the final 
lap. Lusk cruised ahead: of Brown 
and Bullard to claim the win. 

Bryan List shot into the lead at 
the start of the 85cc (10-13) class but 
was soon passed by Bullard. Brown 
crashed coming off the line taking 
Lusk out with him. Ferry moved up 
behind the leader, then Lusk picked 
off riders one by one to finish fifth 
ahead of Todd Rosseau. Edward Ray 
held the fourth-place position. 

“Brown flipped in front of me,” 
said Lusk. “I tried to miss him but 
I hit his back tire and it took me 
out.” 


The Youngblood twins battled 
each other on their Woody Kyle- 
prepared Yamahas from start to 
finish in both the 85cc (14-15) heat 
and final. Derek Youngblood took 
the early lead in the heat to ride a 
wire-to-wire win ahead of Daryl 
Youngblood, Jared King, Ryan Dean 
and Tony Young. Daryl lost no time 
moving into the lead at the start of 
the main then battled side-by-side 
with Derek in the second lap. Derek 
slipped into the lead, and pulled 
slightly away, leaving Dary] to battle 
King through the corners. Derek 
styled in for a hard-earned win ahead 
of Daryl, King, Dean and Young. 

“Daryl, Jared and I were really 
battling out there,” said Derek. “We 
were all riding strong. Jared’s bike 
bogged, but my bike was fast as could 
be and really pulled me through the 
jumps and whoops.” 

Rob Hansen, 19th-place finisher 
in his heat, came on strong at the 
start of the 125cc B class main event. 
He took the lead away from Wade 
Bercaw then controlled the moto. 
Marcus Pedero came out of nowhere 
to ride behind him all the way to 
the finish. Rob Hansen pulled away 
from Pedero by high flying over the 
doubles. Tom Gardner, Adam Smith 
and Jeffery Lampe rounded out the 
top five. 

“I fell in the first turn of the heat,” 
said Hansen. “I just went back out 
and qualified. I knew the main was 
what counted.” 

Pedero flew to the win in the 250cc 
B class after stalling early in the 
moto. He finished ahead of Rusty 
Sayres, Todd Gardner, Rob Cassube 
and T.J. Brantley. 


Qualifiers and consolations were 
run for the 125cc C and 250cc C 
classes. 

In the 125cc main Jeff Paggio had 
the lead but went wide and found 
himself at the rear of the pack. Eddie 
Cherry worked his way up to finish 
first ahead of Brian Broussard, Jeff 
Warrington, Bobby McClelland and 
Robert Britton. 

Michael Broelli and Ross Wagner 
transferred to the 250cc main as 
winners of their heats. Jeff Warring- 
ton passed them up to take the win 
in the final. Mike Scarrett, forced to 
ride the consolation to gain a transfer 
to the main, claimed the second place 
position in the main ahead of 
Wagner, Steve Rodriguez and Jon 
Jacobsen. 

Rodney Orr claimed wins in both 
the heat and the final of the Open 
Novice class. Jim Montgomery 
fought a close battle in the heat but 
was edged out of the second-place 
finish in the main by Rick Perry. 
Scott Salkill and Scott Taylor fol- 
lowed Montgomery to round out the 
top five. 

Al Gardner held a strong lead in 
the Senior class final but nearly lost 
it to Randy Faul in the last lap. 
Gardner cut over and shut the door 
forcing Faul to settle with a second- 
place finish ahead of Kenny Camp- 
bell, Tony Ferguson and Steven 
Dixon. e

Gray scores at 
Sears Point RR

The American Federation of Motor- 
cyclists’ unofficial Easter Parade 
took place at Sears Point Interna- 
tional Raceway. Scott Gray capably 
led the parade in the 750cc Stock 
Production class, and was never 
offered any serious competition by. 
fellow contenders Iain Pero, Jeff 
Hagan, and Jim Jepsen. 

A novice official delayed the start 
and several racers jumped the start, 
however, only Jepsen was docked a 
lap and his fourth place finish was 
nullified. Predictably, Gray finished 
first, Pero second, and Hagan third. 

Rod Smith took an early lead in 
the Formula Two race, but was 
passed by Steve Wickland and Dave 
Avery during the second lap. Don 
Greene, the reigning AMA F-2 
Champion was on hand in the pits, 
but did not compete in this class. 
Wickland maintained his lead until 
lap five when he was passed by Avery, 
who went on to take the win. 
Wickland finished second, and 
Smith was third. 

AFM number 3, Pat Ryan, led off 
in the F-1 event, but was hotly 
pursued by Kim Jester and Mike 
Hunter. Ryan dropped back steadily 
and pulled off after four laps with 
a broken gearbox. Hunter and Jester 
swapped the lead back and forth 
several times until the final lap, 
when Jester crashed in turn eight- 
A. Hunter took the checkered flag 
as the red flag was thrown, followed 
by Jeremy Anson and Eric Elvin. 
Under AFM rules, standings revert 
back to the last completed lap, so 
officially the win went to Jester, with 
Hunter in second, and Ronald Raya 
in third. 

The 750cc and Open Modified 
Production classes were run simul- 
taneously, with Chris Crew leading 
Armin Zipperle and Dan Burns for 
two laps in the 750cc class. Mean- 
while, Rick Liukkonen had moved 
up too fast in the Open class that 
the announcers missed his presence 
complesely, assuming that second- 
peat Marty Siegel was actually in 

st place. It wasn’t until the third 
lap that the announcing team 
realized its mistake, and by that time 
Liukkonen was well into the pack 
of 750 riders with Seigel in second 
starting to move into the 750 pack 
and John Brubaker in third. 

Further forward, Burns moved 
into second place in the 750cc class 
and Mike Edmonson moved into 


third, forcing Zipperle back into 
fourth. Edmonson continued his 
forward momentum, taking over 
first place where he and Crew played 
tag for the remainder of the race. 
When the flag dropped Edmonson 
had the win followed by Crew in 
second, and Burns in third. The 
results in the Open class were not 
surprising, with Liukkonen taking 
the checkered flag first, followed by 
Seigel in second and Brubaker in 
third. 

The second big money race of the 
day, the 600cc Stock Production 
brought out the Honda Hurricanes, 
who have been leaving the Yamaha 
FZs in the dust since Daytona. Peter 
Wensloff led the group up the hill 
toward turn two followed by Mike 
Johnson and Gray. Johnson quickly 
took over the lead. At the bottom of 
the carousel, Gray darted inside, 
outside and inside again to move into 
second behind Johnson. He didn’t 
make his move to take over first place 
until the second lap, but imme- 
diately opened up an impressive lead 
that only Johnson attempted to take 
over. It was a futile effort, though, 
and Gray was more than formidable 
as he turned 1:50s on his stock 
Hurricane. Johnson could not main- 
tain even the second place position, 
and gradually dropped back behind 
Wensloff and then Greene. It was an 


easy victory for Gray with Wensloff 
taking second and Greene third. 


The Open Stock Production race 
was immediately after the 600 race 
and Gray prefers it that way. He was 
challenged by the New Zealander 
Pero, who’s getting pretty tired of 
following Gray around the track. 
Pero, who crashed during the 600 
race but finished in fifth place after 
picking up his bike and continuing 
on, intended to win this one. 

Predictably, Gray took an early 
lead followed by Rick Liukkonen 
and Jeff Hagan. Hagan took over 
second place at the bottom of the 
carousel, but Gray once again 
stretched out a lead. Hagan went out 
in the second lap at turn one and 
Pero moved up to take over second 
place. During lap three, Gray had 
trouble with his front tire and went 
off in turn six uninjured. Steve 
Crevier moved up past Liukkonen 
and Pero to take over the lead. 
During the balance of the race, Pero 
and Crevier swapped the lead back 
and forth half a dozen times. 


It was Pero who took the checkered 
flag for his first win in America, 
followed by Crevier in second and 
Liukkonen in third.

Stevens wins Talladega 
RR and sets record

TALLADEGA, AL, APR. 19 
Thomas Stevens celebrated Easter 
Sunday by setting a new counter- 
clockwise track record and taking 
home four wins on his Speed and 
Sport Cycle-backed Suzuki GSXR- 
750 and Honda CBR600. 

The most exciting race of the day 
was B Production where Stevens 
diced with expert Scott Russell for 
the entire race. Russell led the first 
three laps on his Griffin Suzuki/ 
Cycle Mart/Dunlop-backed Suzuki 
GSXR750 with Stevens close at his 
heels. Stevens passed Russell on lap 
four, but Russell stayed close behind 
with Ron Ewerth and Donnie Rowe 
battling for third. On the final lap, 
Russell passed Stevens for the lead, 
but held that only briefly as Stevens 
inched past him in the last turn for 
the win. 

C Production and C Superbike 
were a repeat of B Production with 
Stevens battling with Russell in both 
classes, and with Stevens.taking both 
wins. The real battle in C Production 
was for third with Rentzell and 
Ewerth running virtually side-by- 
side the entire race. Ewerth eventu- 
ally finished third behind Stevens 
and Russell with Rentzell finishing 
fourth. 

Rentzell switched to his Suzuki 
GSXR750 for B Superbike and he 
and Stevens pulled away from the 
pack on the second lap with a 
comfortable lead. Rentzell easily 
took the win with Stevens second and 
Donnie Rowe third. Rentzell also 
took the checkers in Formula One 
with Stevens second. 

The battle in Formula Two was 
between Cam Roos on his FZR400 
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and Pete Frost on his TZ250. They 
both pulled away from the pack early 
in the race, swapping the lead several 
times as they worked their way 
through slower traffic. On the last 
lap, Roos outbraked Frost going into 
the two 90s and took the lead, but 
Frost used a superior drive out of the 
last turn to streak by for the win. 

In A Production action, Scott 
Russell jumped out with a com- 
manding lead on his’ Suzuki 
GSXR750. Behind him was a heated 
battle for second between Ewerth, 
Hall and Tim Ledbetter. Russell 
cruised to an easy win in this one 
with Ewerth second and Ledbetter 
third. 

Novice George Fox had a good day 
with wins in A Production, B Pro- 
duction, and B Superbike Novice 
races while Novice Mike Smith won 
the C Production and C Superbike 
Novice races. 

In the final race of the day, A 
Superbike, Rentzell got the holeshot 
and led the first lap. On lap two, 
Stevens passed Rentzell and con- 
tinued to put distance between them 
to take the checkered flag; setting a 
new counterclockwise lap record of 
1:00:10. The previous lap record of 
1:00:16 was set by Doug Polen. 
Stevens was happy about his wins. 
“Tve had fun,” Stevens said. “I 
borrowed the Suzuki from a friend 
to dial it in. I couldn’t have won all 
of these races without the help of 
Speed and Sport Cycle, Walt Schaefer 
and Michelin tires.”

they (the check scorers) had me four 
minutes late, I knew that was 
wrong,” said Fredette. “The guy on 
the back-up-sheet said he re- 
membered when I went through and 
that there was an error because he 
had circled it on the back-up sheet.” 

Dave Pucharich, class winner in 
the 250cc A class, drop 18 points, 
but he had other problems. “I had 
a hell of a ride going until the last 
section,” said Pucharich, “I’m on a 
new bike this season, a Honda 250 
from Mungenast Honda in St. Louis, 
and I didn’t have the front brake 
cable routed correctly and it broke 
ju ust after I went into the final section.

“but I'd better not run out of gas.’ 

While Gussie was looking for gas, 
Jim Boyne, Duane Eller and Jeff 
Haask, in the Open A class, turned 
in identical scores of 23 and after 
counting the seconds they finished 
in the above order. 

Gary Peterson didn’t have any 
trouble keeping his 200cc Can-Am 
on the trail arrows. He dropped 28 
markers with Dan Buck and Gary 
Williams each dropping 31 and Buck 
took the nod at the tie-breaker. 

Richard Groncki, aboard a Husq- 
varna 400 from MCC, won the High 
Point B trophy with a 31 point ride, 
but doubted that he would be able 
to finish the last section. Groncki, 
before leaving the eighth check asked 
for a drink of water and was mis- 
takenly given something else. “I was 
so thirsty that I chug-a-lugged three 
or four mouthfuls before I realized 
it wasn’t plain water,” said Groncki. 
“Tt tasted like some kind of soap 
mixture. Anyway I’m clean on the 
inside now. It was a good thing that 
was the last woods section, I was too 
weak to ride any more.” 

“We had about 60 miles of trails,” 
said Glenn Sedig one of the trail 
section captains. ‘My section was the 
first and it was a little over 10 miles 








long, but it was open fun stuff. The 
other sections weren’t that long, but 
they did get tighter and the last 
section (Larry Sumption, section 
captain) was another 10 miler and 
it got rugged, lots of logs, off-camber 
hills aad a neat creek crossing.

Zampach wins

Wisconsin rider Scott Zampach won, 
the first round of the seven-race 
Michigan Gran Prix Series at the 
twisty two-mile Grattan Raceway.

Dan 
Chivington, Ed Key, Dave Knapp, 
Robby Braunschiedel and 1986 series 
winner Jim Knipp all made it to the 
winner’s circle last year. 

Dave Schmidt blasted off the line 
from the sixth row on his Tri-State

Eidenberger moved past Gibson and 
Knapp on the second lap to grab 
third place but going into the high- 
speed right hander turn two, Eiden- 
berger lost control and crashed his 
600 Hurricane. 

Third place proved not to be a 
good position to be in during this 
race. Soon after Eidenberger crashed 
out, defending Michigan G.P. 
champ Knipp moved up into third 
place and then promptly exited the 
race course after tangling with Rich 
Doan going into Grattan’s famous 
bowl. Gibson then inherited third 
place before crashing spectacularly 
at 130 mph on the long sweeping 
back straight. Gibson miraculously 
escaped injury, and explained that 
the cause of the crash was a 
mysterious front wheel lock-up at 
close to top speed. 

While the riders occupying third 
place were having their problems 
second-placed Zampach was on the 
move and by midrace had passed 
Schmidt for first place. Schmidt now 
could only watch as Zampach used 
his GSXR1100’s superior horsep- 


ower to extend his lead and take the | 


win by two seconds. The battle for 
third place came down to the wire 
as Boonie Knott made a quick move 
on the home stretch to get Terry 
Hampton and take third by less than 
two feet, both riders were on 600 
Hurricanes. Chris Corvin rounded 
out the top five on a Suzuki 
GSXR1100. 

The C Production race was 
another 600 Hurricane dominated 
affair as 26 out of the 37 starters were 
on the Hondas. Kurt Hall got an 
excellent start on his Greenrose 
Honda/Klotz/Marusin Hurricane 
and led the first lap. That Hall even 
made the race was quite an accomp- 
lishment. In the Michigan G.P 
Hall’s Hurricane would not shift, 
with only one race between the GP 
and C Production Hall had to do 
some quick thinking. His solution 
was to take the shifter from his 
Honda VFR700 and put it on the 
Hurricane.

Faria lost several teeth in 
the accident and needless to say he 
was through for the night. 

Back on the track it was Ferrell,

Weslake into the immediate lead over 
Bobby Schwartz, Alan Christian and 
Steve Lucero. The slick riding Ferrell 
stuck to the pole and let the other 
competitors know that there was 
only going to be one way to get by 
and that was on the outside. 

Christian, not happy with third, 
tried the outside of Schwartz on the 
back straight on lap one, but the 
defending National Champion shut 
the door on the “Big Fella.” Chris- 
tian then dropped to the inside on 
lap two and they went at it side-by- 
side, much to the delight of the crowd 
of over 5000 fans. 

While Christian and Schwartz 
were occupied with themselves, 
Ferrell opened it up and he won his 
first Costa Mesa Scratch main in over 
two years. Schwartz won the battle 
with Christian for second and the 
fans saluted both of them, but the 
loudest cheers were showered on 
long time hero Ferrell. 

This season the Handicap mains 
have been increased to eight laps, but 
Bobby Ott’s wide outside line prob- 
ably had him going close to nine laps 
in distance on the way to a popular 
victory.

Godden all the way from the 40 for 
the win, but he did it like he was

Borgman captures ICE 
Speedway C’ship

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, APR. 11 
Newly-crowned Montana Ice Speed- 
way Champion Mark Borgman 
powered his way to the victory in the 
fifth International Championship 
Events (ICE) Speedway Ice Racing 
National Championship. 

Borgman beat out 15 other riders 
for the championship after 20 four- 
man, four-lap heats and took the 
winner-take-all final for the 
National Championship. 

The first of five rounds of heats 
began tentatively as over-cautious 
racers tried the Ocean Center ice for 
the first time. The first-round victors 
with a perfect score of three points 
each were pre-race favorites Kenny 
Pieper, John Lewis, Borgman and 
up-and-coming ice racer Bobby 
Richards. 








With first-race jitters behind them, 
the riders were flying from that point 
on. Three undefeated riders 
remained following round two. 
Borgman, Pieper and Lewis 
appeared to be sure bets to make the 
final. 

Things really started to get inter- 
esting in the points department in 
the third round. Heat nine saw a 
major upset when Mike Cortese came 
home victorious in front of Dave 
Pieper and brother Kenny. 

In heat 10, Lewis continued his 
perfect night with a third win, 
defeating his father George, among 
others. Borgman powered in heat 12, 
looking stronger than ever for his 
third straight victory. Going into 
intermission, with three of five 
rounds completed, nearly half the 
field had a numerical chance to make 
the final. 

Heat 14 was the race where the 
undefeated John Lewis and Borg- 
man met. The race turned out to be 
quite a duel between them and 
Kenny Pieper. After the quick four 
laps were completed, it was Borgman 
remaining unbeaten, Lewis drop- 
ping one point with a close second- 
place finish and Pieper picking up 
his second third-place finish. 

The fifth and deciding round of 
racing was highlighted by Borg- 
man’s fifth win. He was perfect 
going into the championship final. 
Other positions for the main were 
also decided. John Lewis finished 
out the night with a strong 13 points. 
David Pieper was consistent in the 
first half with three second-place 
finishes. He came on strong to win 
his last two heats earning a spot in 
the main with 12 points. 

A two-way tie had developed for 
the fourth and final position. Cortese 
and Kenny Pieper were deadlocked 
at 1] points, necessitating a tie- 
breaking runoff. And what a runoff 
it turned out to be as it took a record 
five starts to finally get a complete 
race. After a virtual war of attrition 
of machines and bodies, Cortese 
finally out-ran Pieper on the fourth 
restart. 

The outside fourth position was 
drawn by Cortese, Lewis drew 
number three, Pieper number two 
and Borgman got the pole. The tape 
went up for a perfect start and all 
four riders entered turn one at the 
same time. The already bruised and 
tired Cortese was on the outside and 
quickly ended up in the hay. bales. 
Coming out of the following turn, 
Borgman took an advantage and 
went on to take the win virtually 
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unchallenged. Pieper was impressive 
with his second-place finish and 
Lewis ended up his best night ever 
on the ice with a third.

Dengler tops - 
Pine Hill Enduro

NEW LISBON, NJ, APR. 12 

Bruce Dengler edged his way into the 
overall win at the Pine Hill Enduro 
with a three point loss and few 
seconds at the tiebreaker, while Gary 
Cutts took second overall. Dengler 
kept his throttle at an even position 
and kept his concentration enough 
to zero all but one of the run’s checks. 

“Just keep looking down, and 
you'll be all right!” were the last 
words spoken by Central Jersey 
Competition Rider’s Bob Agonis at 
the start of the enduro. It was his 
subtle way of hinting that the club 
had worked overtime to burn the fast 
riders, and his warning fell on deaf | 
ears to most. There were plenty of 
checkpoints where it was possible to 
blunder in early, and in CJCR’s 
annual “zero” run, two points from 
a burn was guaranteed to put you 
at the bottom of the results page. 

“There was one section, I don’t 
know, it was only three miles long 
where they took away points in the 
first loop. Before and after that, there 
was nothing,” said ECEA champ 
Jack Lafferty Jr. “All you could do 
was watch your clock and try not to 
burn a check. I was falling asleep!” 
Indeed he did, too; Lafferty roosted 
his 250 Husky into one of the well- 
placed checks just a minute too soon, 
and gave up any chance of an overall 
win. 

“Sure, the fast guys complain 
about it, but that doesn’t bother me,” 
said Agonis. ‘““Those guys are never 
happy unless they’re beating each 
other to death. The most important 
thing to our club is the “B” and “C” 
riders. We had a good run, the slower 
riders said it was all ridable and easy 
to finish, compared to most of the 
other runs, and since they’re happy, 
they’re going to come back and ride 
again. And that’s great!” 

The course was a mix of new and 
old fire breaks, sand roads and dirt 
roads throughout Lebanon State 
Forest, run at a mix of 24, 18 and 
30 mph. The trails were easy, and 
the only tight section in the first loop 
was where most all of the fast riders 
lost their points. This was a section 
of old trail that was perfectly bump- 
free, and. except for the tight. trees 
it was a pure joy to ride. 

After the 360-plus riders ‘went 
through, the trail was badly 
whooped out, but all the trails and 
firecuts were examined and approved 
before the run by the Forest Service, 
and inspected for damage afterwards. 
The end result was a tired, but happy 
club and satisfied Forest Service 
officials. 

Dengler was followed in by High- 
Point A winner Mike Hoover, who 
also posted a three-point score. 
High-Point B honors went to: Jeff 
Hedge, who posted a four. The top 
team for the day was Delaware 
Enduro Riders’ number one with 24 
points, followed closely by Tri- 
County ““Team’ Hammer” and 
Meteor number one, both with a 
score of 25.

Sandona 
got inside Faria going down the back 
straight on the last lap, but he was 
still in third by the time they hit turn 
three. While Schwartz was breezing 
across the line for the win, Sandona 
blasted alongside Faria. When they 
crossed under the checkered flag it 
was Sandona by a matter of inches 
for the second spot. 

Sisemore hauled his Arai/Smith/ 
Oilzall/A&A Racing/Truman Bai- 
ley Weslake back to southern Cali- 
fornia and it paid off in big divi- 
dends. He first won his qualifier to 
get on the regular Handicap pro- 
gram. Off the 20 yard line, he won 
his six lap heat and then placed 
second to England’s Phil Collins in 
the semi. 

In the main Sisemore had his work 
cut out for him as the names of Gary 
Hicks, Scotty Brown, Schwartz, 
Faria, Collins, Christian and Ott all 
loomed big. The youngster did have 
one advantage, he was starting off 
the 20 all alone and he would have 
the opportunity to build or lose his 
early lead. 

Sisemore grabbed the throttle on 
the start and didn’t look back.

Former British League speedway 
riders Paul Collins and Bobby 
Schwartz controlled the action on the 
third night of racing at Chris Aga- 
janian’s Ascot South Bay Stadium. 
Collins won his first ever main in 
southern California on the Han- 
dicap side of the program while 
Schwartz made it three consecutive 
victories in Scratch racing. 

Collins, a former teammate of 
Bruce Penhall at Cradley Heath, 
decided to move to southern Califor- 
nia for the 1987 season and after two 
evenings of action, it appears to have 
been a wise decision. He made the 
Handicap main both evenings and 
the fans appreciate his “go for 
it’’style. 

Collins came from the 30 yard line 
on the Rovezzini Electric/D&K Clas- 
sics/GTS/Cirello/Venhill Weslake 
in the main event, but he had four 
riders in front`of him at the outset. 
Teenagers Kelly Inman, Scott Brant 
and Billy Hamill were manning the 
first three spots on the first circuit. 
Collins went to the outside in search 
of some dirt and extra drive and he 





found it in turn two on the second 
lap. The Englishman put the fans 
on their feet when he swept around 
everybody and into the lead. 

Collins left the others to battle 
while he put on a show to the front 
of the pack. The fans continued to 
cheer at his animated style as he did 
wheelies down the straights and 
moved all over the seat in the corners. 
While Collins was putting the 
finishing touches on his first south- 
ern California victory, Mike Faria 
was slicing through the field. Faira 
came from the back yardage and by 
the end of the event he was charging. 
He got Hamill on the final lap and 
was pulling alongside of Brant for 
second when the checkered came 
down, but the man of the hour was 
Collins and he had easily chalked up 
his first victory on American soil. 

The Scratch main turned out to 
be a Schwartz benefit. Coming off 
gate two Schwartz powered his C.T.1. 
Brace/Silkolene/Justice Brothers/ 
Oakley/Cirello-backed Weslake into 
the lead off the line. Steve Lucero, 
off the pole, was second out of the 
gate but he was challenged by 
“Showtime” Bobby Ott, who was 
riding the only Godden in the field, 
in turn two. Lucero and Ott went 
at it handlebar to handlebar until 
they came off turn four to end the 
first circuit. Ott got the drive off four, 
got past Lucero and set his sights 
on Schwartz. 

By the time Ott and Lucero had 
sorted themselves out it was too late 
to have any hopes of chasing down 
Schwartz. The defending National 
Champion was putting the horsep- 
ower to the track and he was still 
expanding his sizeable lead. After 
four laps Schwartz had his third 
South Bay Stadium main of 1987 
safely tucked away. Ott was a distant 
second followed by Lucero and Rob 
Pfetzing. 

Thus far in 1987 there has been 
a total of 10 regular weekly shows 
on the southern California circuit. 
Of the 10 Scratch main run Schwartz 
has amazingly captured eight of 
them.
